Mo re o f the Hagen Murder. 
The WTahpeto n Times say s in re­ 
gard to the finding o f H agen’s bo dy 
in that vicinity : 
Last Friday while o ne o f Edward 
Co nnelly ’s children was herding cat­ 
tle near the railro ad track, fo ur o r 
five miles no rth o f Breckenridge, 
Wilkin co unty , Minneso ta, the child 
disco vered the dead bo dy o f a man 
ly ing in the grass, which resulted in 
the usual co urse o f the co ro ner, and 
develo ped the fact that the dead man’s 
name was Hans H agen o f Brainerd. 
H agen’s head was po unded o ut o f 
shape and his po ckets were turned 
wro ng side o ut, indicating that the 
crime had been co mmitted fo r ro b­ 
bery . 
Andrew Olso n, alias Wo ld, was 
bro ught befo re a justice at Brecken­ 
ridge o n Saturday last and made the 
fo llo wing statem ent : 
We left the place where we had 
been threshing and walked do wn the 
railro ad track to w ard Breckinridge to 
take the tram fo r Brainerd. 
\\ hen 
we came to Whiskey Creek we to o k a 
do o r fro m a shanty and fixed a place 
in a hay stack to sleep. 
Then we sat 
do wn to have a talk o n the bank o f 
the creek, 
I to ld him to send the j 
mo ney he had to his wife, a* he had 
been wo rking all summer und hadn c 
sent her a mckle. 
He said he wo uld 
do no thing o f the kind, as he had u» « * 
fo r that mo ney himself. 
Then I said 
if he didn’t send it 1 wo uld take it 
away and send it my self. Hagen then 
accused me o f being criminally inti­ 
mate with his wife. 
I adm itted this. 
Hagen then tried to hit me with his 
fist, and I snatched up a piece o f 
scantling and struck him o ver the 
head. 
I struck him several times ; 
do n’t kno w ho w many , as I was exci­ 
ted. 
He ro lled do wn the bank. Then 
when I saw what I had do ne, I 
tho ught I m ight as well make sure o f 
the jo b and struck him o ver the head 
several times. 
I did no t use a knife. 
The wo und must have been made by 
a nail in the scantling. 
Then I went 
thro ugh his po ckets and to o k his 
watch, his purse, co ntaining abo ut 
$20, and his satchel. 
The next day 
I went to W ahpeto n and to o k the 
train fo r Bismarck. 
I killed him o n 
Mrs. H agen’s acco unt, and no t fo r 
ro bbery . 
We had fo rmed no plan to 
kill Hagen, but Mrs. Hagen had o ften 
to ld me she wo uld be glad to hear o f 
his death. 
My name is no t Andrew 
Olso n, bat Andrew "Wo ld. 


Attempted to Escape. 
The fo llo wing fro m y esterday ’s 
Glo be is an acco unt o f an attempt to 
escape fro m the penitentiary at Still­ 
water by Milo Levanway , who was 
sent up fo r six y ears fro m Cro w Wing 
co mity last spring fo r highway ro b­ 
bery : 
Milo Levan way , a co nvict o f French 
descent, escaited fro m the state priso n 
at ¡Stillwater iu the early fro sty mo rn­ 
ing y esterday by taking an ice swim 
acro ss Lake ¡St Cro ix to the Wisco nsin 
bho re, where he scaled the precipi­ 
to us biutfs and made his way abo ut a 
mile to the ho use o f a Frenchman 
named St. Peter, who gave him shel­ 
ter and afterwaids gave him away .— 
t 
Levan way was let o ut o f the priso n 
y ard abo ut 7 o ’clo ck in the mo rning 
nr ‘ * 
in co mpany with three o ther pris- 
Uur Sto c i 
o ners, who were to wo rk at painting 
under Mr. Lemo n in the bo iler ho use I 
o n the lake fro nt immediately no rth­ 
east o f the C. N. Nelso n & Co . mill- j 
site. He failed to pass in, it seems, 
with the o thers, but eluded no tice and, | 
as afterwards appeared, plunged into 
the lake and waded and swum acro ss. ; 
Befo re his exact time o f escape had 
been disco vered it was believed that 
lie had made his way to au island near i 
the head o f the lake, and an effectual 
attempt was made to burn the island 
gro ss and brush in o rder to drive the 
fugitive fro m co ver. St. Peter, at 
who se ho use the co nvict so ught re­ 
fuge, gave the fello w refuge and a 
huge o verco at, and Levauway co n­ 
cealed himself in the cellar, expecting 
to make o ff under co ver o f darkness. 
But St. Peter afterwards came o ver 
to Stillwater, and, being in a eo nvival 
state, talked a little to o pro fusely in 
the hearing o f Sheriff Ho lco mbe, who 
immediately pro ceeded alo ne to St. 
Peter’s ho use, and at o ne'* co nfro nted 
Levanwav, who was endeavo ring to 
hide his stripes under the lo ng o ver­ 
co at. The fugitive inquired : 
Who 
gave me away ?” and when to ld that 
ho had been seen to climb the 
bluff and go to wards St.. Peter’s ho use 
seemed satisfied, and acco mpanied 
the sheriff back. 
This makes the 
‘bird Minneso ta co nvict that Sheriff 
Ho lco mbe has recaptnred unaided 
within the last y ear. 
Lo vanway is 
thirty y ears o ld, and was sentenced in 
Cro w Wing co unty , March 30tli, 1880, 
to six y ears fo r ro bbery ,

Miss Adelaide P. Thompson, ag ed twelve 
years, who has been under treatm ent for a 
nervous disease affecting her brain, jumped 
from a third-story window of her home, in 
Brooklyn and was killed. Members of her 
fandly. who kept constant watch over her, 
had left but a moment before, thinking her 
sound asleep. She was evidently feig ning 
sleep in order to secure a few moments soli­ 
tude. 
H. F. Parker, a well-known farmer living 
south-east of Evansville. Ind., committed sui­ 
cide by shooting himself in the head with a 
rifle. 
Deceased was a p art owner of a farm 
adjoining the city limits which Senator Evans 
and other capitalists desired to buy, it being 
their purpose to locate a manufact uring plant 
thereon.

The murder was the result of a q uarrel started 
by Dye, who objected to Schofield’» tearing 
down a building which stood on g round 
owned by him. Dye was arrested. Schofield 
wee about twenty-one years of ag e, and, 
like Dye, belong s to a prominent family.

H arry E. Welton, the only occupant of the 
pin''© sleeping soundly, proceeded to over­ 
power him, which they did after a strug g le. 
They then g ag g ed and bound Welton, and 
asked if he would tell the combination to th 
vault. 
On receiving a shake of the head for 
reply, one of them presented a revolver and 
threatened to kill the <lerk unless the desired 
combination was forthcoming . 
This not 
bring ing a favorable response, the burg lars 
heated a stove poker red hot, and a plying it 
three times to the bottom of W elton’» feet, 
they secured the combination. While they 
were rifting the reg istered letters their pris­ 
oner released himself, and stealthily obtain 
ing a revolver, fired a t the couple, but they 
had heard the click of the revolver in cocking 
and exting uished the only lig ht In the office, 
so th a t the two shots th a t followed proved 
of no avail. The robbers then made their 
escape in the darkness, after felling the clerk 
with some heavy instrument. 
The police 
have no clue as vet. The Iocs to the post­ 
m aster is about $ 125.

The 
sea rose several feet above ordinary hig h- 
tide. and just after nig ht fall the waves 
mounted to a g reat heig ht, washing away 
the embankments and leveling the building s 
near the shore. Shortly afterward a wave 
fifteen feet hig her than any of those th a t had 
preceded it rolled in with a g reat roar, wash­ 
ing aw ay the remaining portions of the c-m- 
bunk ment and carrying away with it nearly 
all of the honscs in various villag es along the 
beueh.

to Commissioner Tanner upon the subject of 
re-rating of pensions, dated July 24: 
I have heretofore acknowledg ed yours of the 
17th inst. marked "unofficial," but which, owing 
to the very important matters there.n dis­ 
cussed, I 
could 
not receive as sucb and 
therefore 
acknowledg ed 
it 
as 
an 
official 
paper. 
The 
paper 
was 
official 
in 
the 
hig hest sense of the term, raising s q uestion 
of authority as bstween the commissioner anti 
the secretary and asserting that of the commis­ 
sioner to be superior as to the matter discussed. 
I 
have 
since, 
amid 
my 
many 
other 
duties, 
found 
time 
to 
consider 
the 
q neation raised by 
your 
letter, 
and will 
now g ive you my reply in full. Your position, 
in your own lang uag e, is that “while the secre 
tary of the interior has the power to reverse the 
decision of the commissioner of pensions on ap­ 
peal bv a claimant, ag aiust whom the commis­ 
sioner has decided, on the other baud, if, tor any 
reason, it be held that the claimant has been 
g ranted too inach pension the commissioner 
himself Is the only person who has the power to 
call a halt and reduce the pension." This is your 
own statement. You base this conclusion on 
section 3, act of Juno 21. 1879. which reads as 
follows: 
That sections 4,771. 4,772 and 4,773 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, providing 
for biennial examination» of pensioners, are 
hereby repealed: Provided; That the commis­ 
sioner of pensions shall have the same power as 
heretofore to order special examinations when­ 
ever, in his judg ment, the same may be neces­ 
sary, and to increase or reduce pensions accord­ 
ing to rig ht and Justice; but in no case shall s 
pension be withdrawn or reduced except upon 
notice to the pensioner aud a hearing upon 
sworu testimony, except as to the certificate of 
the examining surg eons. 
WHO IB RESPON SIBLE? 
The power g ranted the commissioner of pen­ 
sions by this section is expressly no g reater 
than heretofore, and it is to increase or reduce 
pensions according to rig ht and justice. It 
would be. a# yon express It, “a manifest Incon­ 
g ruity" if the secretary, who is responsible for 
your bureau, bad no power to correct obvious 
abuses, or even ca’l a halt, and that If his infe­ 
rior officer did not act nothing could be done. 
You remark yourself, "this incong ruity should 
be remedied at the next session of cong ress." 
The commissioner is laboring under a g reat mis­ 
apprehension as to hi# relstions to tue secretar? 
in this business. Cong ress lias not committed 
this incong ruity, and it will not be neee» *ary 
for It to remedy anything that now exists. The 
secretary has the control to correct any abuses 
lu the bureau of pensions or any other bureau in 
the department. I mig ht assert my conclusions 
on so plain ami well settled a q uestion ami so 
leave it, bat a due consideration for your office 
leads me to explain the g round on which this 
long established rule rests. 
The secretary, in support of bis position, 
q uotes sections 437, 101, 470 acd 471. of 
the Revised Statutes, and declares th at the 
commiseioner of pensions has no more power 
in the section q uoted In Commissioner Tan­ 
ner’s letter than be bad previously under the 
direction of tbe secretary of the interior.who 
is charg ed by law with tbe supervision of 
public business relating to pensions. 
THE SECRETARY’« RIGHTS. 
It will not do to say. ha remarks, that tbe sec­ 
retary may not interfere and stop by bis own 
power the execution of any orders obvioasly 
illeg al and arbitrary. If it were attempted by a 
com nils« loner of (tensions, in other than cases of 
permanent specific disabilities, to increase pen- 
’ •Ion» and to allow the accumulated increase of 
ten or fifteen years to be paid over at once and 
In a g ros» sum to tbe applicant, it would not do 
to aay that the secretary could only refer this 
i back to tbe commissioner with a word of advice, 
and call hi» attention to the law, and lake no 
steps either to recover the money thus Improp­ 
erly paid out or correet the evil thus attempted 
! to be don« , that he could not even call a halt, 
i The secretary is responsible for the con 1 net of 
the commissioner; is bound to see thst tbe law 
is enforced: that the public treasury is not un­ 
lawfully invaded, and that one citizen eutiUed 
to a rig ht, whether of pension or land or any­ 
thing else, is not nnduly preferred, either in 
time of hearing or allowance of rues- y. 
Tbe secretary lays uown tbe proposition 
that he bos tbe same jurisdiction over the 
commissioner of pensions as over other 
bureaus of bis departm ent, arg ues at some 
leng th in support of if, and says th at tbe *u- 
preme court decisions sustain him. 
The sec­ 
retary then takes up the “re-rating ” cases, 
"bicb, he says, seem to be larg ely mere in­ 
creases of pensions allowed for long periods 
prior to tbe date of tbe examining surg eon’s 
certificate establishing tbe same under tbe 
pending claim for increase; in fact, he says, 
tbe commissioner 
him se.f acknowledg ed 
them to be cases of 
INCREASE or PENSIONS. 
These cases referred to were ten in number. 
In each one of these the claimant was an em­ 
ploye. clerk or other, in the pension bureau, re­ 
ceiving salary sufficient for his comfortable sub­ 
sistence, and at his work daily. They were as­ 
sociated tog ether: moat of them had been in 
their places under tbe former administration, 
hut they did not prefer their claims; they made 
them soon after the advent of the present ad­ 
ministration. There was no reason under the 
existing rules that their cases should be made 
special or rushed throug h in advanoe of all oth­ 
ers. On the contrary, there was then and had 
been for some years a printed rule m full force 
that no cases should be made special except In 
cases of destitution or when tbe applicant w u 
at 
the 
point of death 
The 
cases 
were 
all 
hurried 
throug h 
by 
your 
order, 
while hundreds of thousands of other pension­ 
ers were awaiting throug hout the land the al­ 
lowance for the first time of the bounty tne 
g overnment has promised them. These oth^r 
pension claimants were, many of them, sup­ 
ported by no such salaries as these particular 
men were receiving , and the association to­ 
g ether of these men. whereby this preference in 
time seemed to have been secured and the sub­ 
seq uent allowances obtained, is lu itself a fact 
that their purpose was to imj>o# e uixra tbe com­ 
missioner. The farther fact In each cane is that 
the increase was allowed pnor to the surg eon’s 
certificate in tbe pending claim, and that the 
suma allowed ag g reg ate over $ 16.000. It is in 
reg ard to such cases as these that you have 
thoug ht the commissioner alone can call a halt; 
and in reg ard to which 


THE SECRETARY THINKS OTHERWISE, 
and propose« to call a halt long enoug h at least 
for inspection. I do not repel the expre« » :on on 
your part that you would accept my const ruc­ 
tion of the statute q uoted bv you as loyally as 
you would the official opinion of the attorney 
g eneral, lint nelthc. yon nor 1 can afford to act 
upon personal considerations in matteis oi ibis 
mag nitude 
We are each bound by law In all 
thing a, g reat and small, and it is our duty to 
take tbe law as we find it; to fully exercise that 
power g iven to either of us and abstain from 
tbeabnse of it to any deg ree whatever. Our 
loyalty is doe alone to tbe g overnment of the 
United Btates and the people who support it. 
Leet tbe commissioner may deem the sec­ 
retary is influenced by a desire to mag nify 
bis office, Mr. Noble says that be has broug ht 
to his assistance tbe services of others in tbe 
departm ent, and that the opinion of tbe as­ 
sistant attorney g eneral of the departm ent 
ag rees In tbe conclusions reached by tbe sec­ 
retary. 
Tbe secretary then says tbat there 
is a board of review In tbe departm ent 
which assiste him in tbe decisions of pension 
cases taken ap on appeal. 
These decisions 
erne tbe iaw of tbe departm ent until reversed 
or annulled by some authority hig her than 
tbe secretary, and no one has ever m ain­ 
tained to tbe contrary. 


ADJUDICATION' OF CLAIMS. 
In these decisions it has been announced 
rnanv times, and it is tbe established and well 
known rule tbat the department will nniformiy 
refuse to disturb an adjudication of claims by a 
former administration, except npon the most 
conclusive evidence that an error has been com­ 
mitted. When a q uestion as to the propriety of 
a g iven rating is one of judg ment merely, de­ 
pending upon the weig ht of evidence, it will not 
allow the opinion of to-day to overthrow the 
opinion o f yesterday. But where the incorrect­ 
ness of tbe former action is so manifest npon a 
rerlew of the evidence that is not a matter of 
dispute, the department will not refuse to do 
justice because the error is of long standing and 
ha» been sanctioned by subseq uent action 
And, furthermore, that old cases will not be re­ 
opened. reconsidered nor 
readjusted except 
upon presentation of new and material evidence 
tending 
to 
show 
the 
existence 
of 
a 
palpable error or a mistake, and which therefore 
tends to chang e the real status of the claimant 
i» efore the department. Buch old cases are 
clearly within the rule of res ad judicata. It is 
to be distinctly observed that I am now s(leak­ 
ing of cases only where there have Ixsen allow­ 
ances of sums arising from the increase of pen­ 
sion, back for periods g rea: cr or less, prior to 
tbe date of the surg eon’s certificate under the 
pending claim. I do not say a word or enter­ 
tain the least objection to an increase of pen­ 
sion. the increase to commence under tbe pend­ 
ing claim as tbe law directs, and upon evidence 
to support it. Nor do I complain of these very 
pensioner» whom 1 have mentioned having an 
increase of pension, to commence as the law di­ 
rects. npon proof, and to be considered in due 
conrse and with a proper reg ard to the rig ht to 
be heard belong ing to the thousands of other 
claimants for pensions, w ho do not hap[*ea to be 
employes in the pension bureau. 
ARBITRARILY INCREASED. 
The secretary cites two of the cases of re­ 
rating , and comes to the conclusion tbat the 
w hole proceeding looks like an arbitrary in­ 
crease of pension, to take effect from u 
long anterior date, and io hare been ag ainst 
tue repeated testimony of men not only com­ 
petent, but selected to determine the casea 
The secretary’s letter then continues: 
I will not g o into tbe other cases. They are 
before you. I have said enoug h, I think, to 
show that the secretary may well call a halt un­ 
til these cases can be mo re carefully examined. 
I notice that you say in your letter to me tbat 
you have such reg ard for yonr own official and 
personal reputation, and the reputation of yonr 
bureau tbat yon will not permit these cases to 
remain as they are at present, but will order 
each one of the claimants for medical examina­ 
tion before men whose word upon medical 
points will be unchalleng ed when stated, and 
will stop at nothing which shall keep all taint of 
suspicion from the action of yonr office. This 
certainly would be a proper proceeding if it af­ 
fected tbe q uestion in band, and I appreciate 
your desire to maintain the Integ rity of your 
character an 1 the leg ality of your proceeding s; 
but it is not the q aestion what may yet and 
hereafter be found out about thee« men. The 
q uestion is 
WHAT SHOULD HATE BEEN DONE 
u e o o th e reco rd a s it s to o d w h en th e Ju d g m en t 
w a s ren d ered , a n d th e m a te r ia lity a n d Im po r­ 
t s no e o f th is q u e stio n a rise s, not only 
fro m th e 
effect it m ay h a v e n p o n th e p a rticu la r In d iv id u a ls 
n a m ed in th e s e sev era l pa tiers, b u t u p o n th e 
co u r se o f p ro ced u re th a t w ill a ffeet, if it g o es 
o n u n c h e ck ed a n d n n r em ed le d , th e v a st s u m s o f 
m o n e y a t th e co m m a n d o f th e g o v er n m en t. 
Which m ig h t b e d is tr ib u te d , ille g a lly a n d s u m - 
manly, to th o s e who are n e t as m u ch entitled to 


it as tens of thousands whose cases have not 
yet been heard. It may be that this g overnment 
is strong and g reat, and has at its command 
a surplus that no other nation has ever had, 
but if sums of money to the amounts above 
mentioned may be g ranted without any farther 
consideration of fact or law than seems to have 
been g iven in these cases, it will depend solely 
on a sing le officer’s disposition whether the re­ 
sources of the g overnment shall be sufficient for 
its maintenance or not. There are more than 
enoug h of these applications already m the field, 
and increasing dally, to exhaust indeed the sur­ 
plus, of which so much has been said in connec­ 
tion with this matter, and I am Informed that 
the applications for reratlng a are g reatly on the 
inert a» e. and now reach the amount of from 
seven to eig ht thousand a week. I do not ask 
nor desire, so far as I am conoeined, a re-exami­ 
nation of these applicants; but what 1 insist

To enable tbe United State« g overnment to do 
this without dang er of complication with other 
powers, we do ag ree n« >t to neg otiate treatiea 
with other nations without the knowledg e of the 
United States g overnment. 


A VILLAGE BURNED.

D , Spc'cia'.— An immense 
prairie fire many miles in ex tent ha» been 
rag ing all day within a few miles of Bis­ 
marck. 
Efforis of faruieis to check the 
hug e oontlag ratiou have been unavailing 
and a larg e number of farms have already 
been destroyed. 
A strong wind ha» been 
helping the fire along and tbe flam*« make 
leaps of over tw enty feet 
Tbe viliag e of 
Menoken, fourteen miles below Bismarck, 
consisting of sixteen blocks, ia entirely swept 
away and the inhabitants are reported desti­ 
tute.

became familiar with the wording s of the 
bureau, so long as 1 pursued the practice 
laid down for me by men of experience in the 
office, the iost th'ug 1 was in dang er of doing 
was of doing too much. And so, when my 
pereoual attention was req uested to a dir- 
ea» e ca*e, I was in toe habit of calling for 
one or another of the m ediad division, ask­

q u« ation, 1 ca.'ed some examiner of ioag ex­ 
perience in the office and made the « ame le- 
q uesL 
I stated that if I had been uu&led, 
there was no one who 
HAD AS MUCH AT STA*X 
in knowing it prom ptly as I had. and no one 
would g o farther or move q uicker than I 
would to rectify whatever wrong had been 
perpetrated. 
I urg ed that we select in tr.ese 
disease cares three of the b^st medical men 
whose services we could command, and put 
the cases to tbe test, and let them stand or 
fall on th st verdlcfi 
Bussey ag reed with me 
at the time on the adviM bidty of pursuing 
that course, but I beard nothing about it for 
some tim e.” Mr. Tanner says he at once 
ordered tbe rerated cases of the employes 
reviewed in the pension office by office ex­ 
pert» . 
Of the thirty-three cases, they re­ 
ported that 
three were simply increase 
cates and not rerated cases; that the action 
taken in two of the others was rig ht in part, 
aud that in one case injustice had been done 
tbe pensioner, and that he had not been 
g ranted enoug h.

“I mentioned these thing s.” Mr. Tanner

I had desired so to proceed, I would 
voluntarily have reported in full to the sec­ 
retary w hat I was doing .” Of the work and 
report of the commit tew which Mr. Tanner 
makes public to-nig ht Mr. Tanner says; “On 
the 20th of July came notice to me of the 
fact that the comm ittee of investig ation had 
been constituted. When they appeared a day

It is said to be the intention of the 
Northern Pacific to watch ev ery m ov e of the 
Manitoba, and if it cuts into Northern Pa­ 
cific territory to at once take retaliatory 
stem 
It is said that this will be done to the 
extent of pirai'e ing ev ery m ile of road 
owned by the Manitoba. 
Arrangements are 
already made, so ’tin stated, to build into 
the lieu riv er v alley country the m om ent tbe 
Manitoba is headed for Northern Pacific ter­ 
ritory w est ol Helena.

epecch from the throne. 
The address says: 
The attentio n o f the present reichsto g has 
been especially direetad to the securing o f peace 
abro ad and at ho me, and the tasks o f the fo rth­ 
co ming sessio n will be in the same directio n. 
YVhca the reich3tag m et in 1887 the fo remo st 
Object was the co n-o lidatio n o f tbe defensive 
po wers o f the fathei and. The reichstag, with 
patrio tic appreciatio n o f the situatio n, applied 
itself thereto . Yo ur co -o peratio n to this end 
will be again claimed, in o rder to develo p the 
eilicitncy o f the army and its readiness fo r ac­ 
tio n in acco rdance w ith whatever circumstances 
m ay arise, and thereby impart to the effo rt* o f 
the empero r and his exalted allies f-« r the pres­ 
ervatio n o f peace, the weight which is their 
due in the co ngress o f natio ns. A bill will be 
presented by the go vernment 
amending the 
m ilitary law o f May 2, 187L It will pro vide 
fo r e fr sh distributio n o f the army , and is in­ 
tended to readjust m the interest o f the training 
and co nduct o f the army the inequalities o f o r- 
ga: /.atio n which have arisen thro ugh strength­ 
ening the army and the displacement o f tro o ps 
fro m time to time. Fro m this cause and the 
co ne-o nndm i; expansio n o f the naval po wer 
arises the additio nal expenditure set fo rth in the 
bndgrt. 
In East Africa, thanks to the appro val 
o f the reio av.ag, tho ro ugh measures fo r the sup­ 
pressio n o f the slave trade and the pro tectio n o f 
German interests have been taken.

cousists of a v olum inous mass of testim ony 
and a summary 
of

ev idence. 
No 
recommendations or 
opinions 
are con­ 
tained in tbe report, 
as 
the 
articles 
of war prov ide that courts of inquiry shall 
not subm it any op iion* with their reports 
unlee« specifically ordered to do 60, and no 
such order w as made when tbe court was 
created. 
The testi inony taken showed that 
the charge* made were exag g erated but 
that there was some foundation for them. 
The charges of extrem e cruelty towards the 
enlisted men were not prov ed. 
It was 
found that the food g iv en the men was 
badly cooked and poorly serv ed. 
Tbe ra­ 
tions 
were 
ample 
and 
the 
supply 
of 
v eg etables 
w as 
particularly 
abuu- 
daut 
It 
was 
shown, 
howev er, 
that too much coft e and sugar hud been 
sav ed end turned ov er to the commissary 
for its equiv alent in money, and that the 
m esses hud not been conducted judiciously. 
There w'as no lnisai propriation of thiB mon­ 
ey, and it was all placed to the credit of the 
different messes. 
Tbe charges that non­ 
com missioned officers were taking adv antage 
o f the recruits, and were running g am es of 
chance, suca as stud poker, chuch-a-luck 
nnd the l’ke. and thereby g etting a part of 
the m onthly wages of the men, were sus­ 
tained. 
Only one ease of what mig ht be 
termed harsh treatm ent by the non-com- 
missioned officers was discov ered, and this 
branch of the alleg ations

ffhe aaaertion that the men were strung up 


by tbeir thumbs in the guard house was dis­ 
prov ed, althoug h 
it had a 
slig ht basis 
Drunken and refractory prisoners, for their 
own safety and that of other soldiers, and of 
the g ov ernm ent property, were placed in a 
large cage and their wrists handcuffed on tbe 
outside o f the bar« , but this was neither 
harsh nor cruel treatm ent, and was gener­ 
ally necessary. The statements of Mr. Wood­ 
ward, the reporter who enlisted and wrote up 
the story of the treatment of the men, were 
found to be reliable so far as they concerned 
matters within bis knowledg e, but tbe stories 
told him by other enlisted men oould not be 
substantiated. 
Many of these storie* were 
exag g erated, and were traditions which had 
been banded down for years from one re­ 
cruit to another. 
The worst of them de­ 
tailed the case of a man who had been struck 
down in the guard bouse by a sergeant and 
left to die there without medicinal attend­ 
ance. 
No foundation whatev er could be dis­ 
cov ered for this story. 
That a feeling pre­ 
v ailed among the men that any of them who 
complained to their com m issioned officers 
would in some w’ay suffer for it, was found 
to be undeniable, but could be traced to no 
definite course and appeared to be Bimply an 
indefinable fear Lav ing little or no basis. 
Tbe desertions from the post av erag ed about 
2 50 a year for the past three yeara 
This is 
m excess of desertions at other posts, but 
Capt. Ebstein says he thinks it traceable to 
the tact that it is in the West, near a large 
city, and the toroe composed of cav alry re­ 
cruits. 
It was not due, he is sure there, to 
food or treatm ent 
Many men, he says, en­ 
list in the East for no other purpose than to 
g et West, while many others enter the army 
from a sort of restlessness or 


BECAUSE OF FAMILY TROUBLES. 
These men become weary of the discipline 
absolutely necessary in tbe army, and it is 
then found some morning that they hav e 
deserted, and the number increases with the 
proxim ity of the post to a large city where 
they can hide 
Jefferson Barracks, Capt 
Ebstein say« , is particularly unfortunate in 
the matter of desertions, ow’ing to the fact 
that manv of the recruits are “ repeaters,” or 
chronic deserters. 
It is a cav alry post, and 
these repeaters, he sav s, hav ing already 
serv ed in tne artillery or the infantry, enlist 
in 
the 
cav alry, 
knowing that cav alry 
recruits are sent to Jefferson Barracks and 
that the probabilities are strongly against 
tbeir seeing any officers there w ith whom 
they prev iously serv ed. 
The result of the 
inv estig ation, Capt Ebstein thinks, will be 
decidedly beneficial as it will result in right­ 
ing many g riev ances which hav e gradually 
crept iuto the serv icu 
Col. Beruard has 
been placed in command at Jefferson Bar­ 
racks und has already taken steps to correct 
ev ils found to exist 
The cooking and serv ­ 
ing of the food has been improv ed, and 
other thing s tending to increase the comfort 
o f the inen 
hav e 
been 
looked 
after. 
Secretary Proctor will in a few days order to 
other e aliens the non-commissioned officers 
who hav e been runniog games of chance, 
and w ill take measures to prev ent such 
thing s occurring in the future. 
Speaking 
of the food serv ed the enlisted m en, Capt. 
Ebstein said that the army had nev er been 
better fed than now. 
He could speak from 
experience, as he had been twenty-fiv e years 
in the army and had risen from the ranks. 
He did not beiiev e any men ev er deserted 
because of tbe food. 
Tbe soldiers through­ 
out the country were better fed than the 
laboring classes in the neighborhood.

Her husband’s 
asto nishing capability to wo rk is 
largely due to the vigilant care she 
takes o f his health. To her lo ving 
attentio ns is attributable, in 
all 
pro bability , the phy sical vigo r in her 
husband necessary to the pro ductio n 
o f the great measures, tho ught o ut 
ami carried o ut into practical legis­ 
latio n, by the sturdy brain nnd un­ 
der the leadership o f Mr. Gladsto ne. 
His no ble wife m ust no t be o ver­ 
lo o ked in ascribing ho no r to who m 
ho no r is due fo r the mo st o f what is 
pro gressive and liberal in British 
statesm anship since December, 1868, 
when Gladsto ne became Prime Min­ 
ister the first time. He was nearly 
sixty y ears o f age a t th a t date, but 
o nly then began virtually to direct 
legislatio n o n Irish affairs, perhaps 
the heaviest task ever undertaken 
by a statesman', o ld o r y o ung. 
Au America» who saw Mrs. ‘Glad­ 
sto ne recently say s her wifely , and 
mo therly expressio n o f co untenance 
suggests th a t she is a helpmeet In­ 
deed to her husband. This o bserver 
pro ceeds to say th a t she do es no t 


lo o k o lder than American ladies 
co mmo nly do a t fifty . 
Her hair is 
alm o st black, and her face is alm o st 
free fro m lines and wrinkles. As seen 
in a place o f wo rship her co untenance 
was unco mmo nly sweet and spiritu­ 
al, but her attire was far fro m being 
satisfacto ry to fastidio us critics. 
Her husband is said to be “the go d 
o f her ido latry ,” and she will sacrifice 
apj*earnnces to be helpful o f his co m­ 
fo rt and health. If there istheneeds- 
be th a t her wifely attentio ns sho uld 
lie in public, no m atter to this mo del 
wife, who has been seen to bathe and 
swathe his head after a great effo rt, 
when ano ther was in immediate pro s­ 
pect, thus bracing him up fo r it.

She is a charitable. Christian wo m­ 
an alway s am o ng the fo remo st in 
kindly wo rds nnd active fwnevo lence. 
Exemplary as a wife, m o ther, and 
lady in exalted statio n o f life, ap­ 
pro achable by and friendly to the 
po o rest and meanest, she is indeed 
an adm irable wo man, and it may be 
pardo ned th a t she hasn t mm h time 
and tro uble to besto w o n the urt o l 
dressing. 
Of her children, the eldest and 
vo ungest so ns are members o t P ar­ 
liament, neither o f them men o fgreat 
pro mise: o ne so n lives in India, and 


ls said no t to be th e mo st exemplary 
member o f the family ; ano ther so n is 
a clergy man o f the Church o i Eng­ 
land. Mrs. Gladsto ne's two daugh­ 
ters are wives o f ministers o f the 
Established Church.

At the Ise o f Sho als they tell the 
tale th a t a lecturer went thither to 
lecture to the assembled guests upo n 
the character and characteristics o f 
the Japanese, and in the co urse o f 
his remarks he dwelt upo n the two 
facts th a t the self co ntained peo ple do 
no t use expletives, pro fanity being 
unkno wn in their land, and th at 
equally are they igno rant o f the go o d­ 
ly fashio n o f kissing.

Connelly’s children was herding cat­ 
tle near the railroad track, four or 
five miles north of Breckenridge, 
Wilkin county, Minnesota, the child 
discovered the dead body of a man 
lying in the grass, which resulted in 
the usual course of the coroner, and 
developed the fact that the dead man’s 
name was Hana Hagen of Brainerd. 
Hagen’s head was jxiunded out of 
shape and his pockets were turned 
wrong side out, indicating that the 
crime had been committed for rob­ 
bery. 
Andrew Olson, alias NY old, was 
brought before a justice at Brecken­ 
ridge on Saturday last and made the 
following statement: 
We left the place where we had 
been threshing and walked down the 
railroad track toward Breckinridge to 
take the train for Brainerd. 
VV hen 
we came to Whiskey Creek we took a 
door from a shanty and fixed a place 
in a hay stack to sleep. 
Then we sat 
down to have a talk on the bank of 
the creek, I told him to send the / 
money he had to his wife, as he had 
been working all summer and hadn t 
sent her a nickle. 
He said he would 
do nothing of the kind, as he had use 
for that money himself. Then I said 
if he didn’t send it I would take it 
away and send it myself. Hagen then 
accused me of being criminally inti­ 
mate with his wife. I admitted this. 
Hagen then tried to hit me with his 
fist, and I snatched up a piece of 
scantling and struck him over the 
head. I struck him several times ; 
don’t know how many, as I was exci­ 
ted. He rolled down the bank. Then 
when I saw what I had done, I 
thought I might as well make sure of 
the job and struck him over the head 
several times. 
I did not use a knife. 
The wound must have been made by 
a nail in the scantling. TheQ I went 
through his pockets and took his 
watch, his purse, containing about 
§20, and his satchel, 
The next day 
I went to Wahpeton and took the 
train for Bismarck. 
I killed him on 
Mrs. Hagen’s account, and not for 
robbery. We had formed no plan to 
kill Hagen, but Mrs. Hagen had often 
told me she would be glad to hear of 
his death. My name is not Andrew 
Olson, but Andrew Wold.

But St. Peter afterwards came over 
to Stillwater, and, boing in a convival 
state, talked a little too profusely in 
the hearing of Sheriff Holcombe, who 
immediately proceeded alone to St. 
Peter’s house, and af one0 confronted 
Levanway, who wa* endeavoring to 
hide his stripes under the long over­ 
coat The fugitive inquired : u Who 
gave me away ?” and when told that 
he had been seen to climb the 
bluff and go towards S t Peter’s house 
seemed satisfied, and accompanied 
the sheriff back. 
This makes the 
‘bird Minnesota convict that Sheriff 
Holcombe has recaptured unaided 
within the last year. 
Levan way is 
thirty years old, and was sentenced in 
Crow Wing county, March 30th, 1889, 
to six years for robbery.

A terrible tragedy was enacted a t a point 
about two miles from Ellenboro, Ritchie 
county, West Virginia, Thomas Dye, a pros­ 
perous farmer, shot Edward Schofield In the 
breast with a musket, twenty-seT.n heavy 
slugs taking effect, causing instant death. 
The murder was the result of a quarrel started 
by Dye, who objected to Schofield’s tearing 
down a building which stood on ground 
owned by him. Dye was arrested. Schofield 
was about twenty-one years of age. and, 
like Dye, belongs to a prominent family.

The 
sea rose several feet above ordinary high- 
lide. and ju st after night fall the waves 
mounted to a great height, washing away 
the embankments and leveling the buildings 
near the shore. Shortly afterward a wave 
fifteen feet higher than any of those th a t had 
preceded it rolled in with a great roar, wash­ 
ing away the remaining portions of the em­ 
bankment and carrying away with it nearly 
all of the houses in various villages along the 
beach. This

done 
suddenly 
and 
unexpectedly that the inhabitants had not 
time to escape. At Okudo, in Oguri-Shinden, 
a1) the houses. 23 in number, were washed 
away, and out of OO inhabitants 54 lost their 
lives.

houses were washed away, and about 50 of 
the population of 250 were killed. 
At lku- 
Mura 120 houses were washed away, about 
20 broken up und about forty of the inhabi­ 
tan ts killed. At Yoshida-Mura. 350 out ot 
050 houses were washed away, and 628 of 
the population of 3,020 were killed. At 
Tobu-Mura, containing 220 houses and a 
population of 1,130. ten houses were broken 
up and teu persons iierished. In addition to 
those already enumerated 369 bodies have 
been found, aud there are yet 280 person* 
missing.

NOBLE TO TANNER. 


Letter From the Secretary of the 
Interior to the Commissioner of 
Pensions. 


His Method of Iterating: Pensions 
Shown to Be a Disregard of 
the Law. 


Washington Special.—The following Is 
the substance of Secretary Noble’s first letter 
to Commissioner Tanner upon the subject of 
re-rating of pension*, dated J aly 24: 
I have heretofore acknowledged yours of the 
17th inst. marked “unofficial.'’ but which, owing 
to the very Important matters therein dis­ 
cussed, I 
could 
not receive as such and 
therefore 
acknowledged 
it 
as sn 
official 
paper. 
The 
paper 
was 
official 
in 
the 
highest sense of the term, raising a question 
of authority as between the commissioner and 
the secretary and asserting that of the commis­ 
sioner to be superior aa to the matter discussed. 
I 
have 
since, 
amid 
my 
many 
other 
duties, 
found 
time 
to 
consider 
the 
question raised by 
your 
letter, 
and will 
now give you my reply in full. Your position, 
in your own language, is that "while the secre­ 
tary of the interior has the power to reverse the 
decision of the commissioner of pensions on ap­ 
peal bv a claimant, against whom tbe commis­ 
sioner baa decided, on the other band, if, tor any 
re&bon, it be held that the claimant has been 
granted too much pension the commissioner 
himself is the only person who has the power to 
call a halt and reduce tbe pension." This is your 
own statement. Yon base this conclusion on 
section 3, act of Juno 2L 1879, which reads as 
follows: 
That sections 4,771, 4,772 and 4,773 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, providing 
for biennial examinations of pensioners, are 
hereby repealed: Provided: That the commis­ 
sioner of pensions shall have the same power as 
heretofore to order special examinations when­ 
ever, in his judgment, the same may be neces­ 
sary. and to increase or reduce pension* accord­ 
ing to right and justice; but in no case shall s 
pension be withdrawn or reduced except upon 
notice to the pensioner and a hearing upon 
sworn testimony, except as to the certificate of 
the examining surgeons. 
WHO IB ilEKPO SSI B l.E ? 
The power granted the commissioner of pen­ 
sions by this section is expressly no greater 
than heretofore, and it is to increase or reduce 
pension* according to right and justice. It 
would be, as you express it, “a manifest incon­ 
gruity" lf the secretary, who is responsible for 
your bureau, bad no power to correct obvious 
abuses, or even call a halt, and that if his infe­ 
rior officer did not act nothing could be done. 
You remark yourself, "this incongruity should 
be remedied at the next session of congress." 
The commissioner la laboring under a great mis­ 
apprehension as to bis relations to tue secretary 
in this business. Congress has not committed 
this incongruity, and it will not be necessary 
for it to remedy anything that now exists. The 
secretary has the control to correct any abuses 
in the bureau of pensions or any other bureau in 
the department. I might assert my conclusions 
on so plain and well settled a Question sud so 
leave it, but a due consideration for your office 
leads me to explain the ground on which this 
long established rule reels. 
The secretary, in support of bis position, 
quotes sections 437, IGI, 470 a td 471. of 
the Bevined Statutes, and declares th at the 
commissioner of pensions ba* no more power 
in the section quoted In Commissioner Tan­ 
ner'* letter than he had previously under the 
direction of the secretory of the interior,who 
in charged by law with the supervision of 
public business relating to pensions 
TUE SECRETART’S EIGHTH. 
It will not do to say. ha remarks, that the sec­ 
retary may not interfere and atop by his own 
power the execution of any orders obviously 
illegal and arbitrary, If it were attempted by a 
commie*loner of jeuslona, iu other than cases of 
jermaneut specific disabilities, to increase pen­ 
sions and to allow the accumulated meres** of 
ten or fifteen years to be paid over st onoe and 
In a gross sum to the applicant, it would not do 
to say that tbe secretary could only refer this 
back to the commissioner with a word of advice, 
ami call his attention to the law. sud take no 
steps either to recover the money thus improp­ 
erly paid out or correct the evil thus attern tiled 
to be dons, that he could not even call a bait. 
The secretary is responsible for tbe conduct of 
the commissioner; Is bound to see that the law 
is enforced: that the public treasury is not un­ 
lawfully invaded, and that one citizen entitied 
to a right, whether of pension or land or any­ 
thing else, Is not unduly preferred, either in 
time of hearing or allowance of money. 
The secretory lays Gown the proposition 
that he has the same jurisdiction over the 
commissioner of pension* os over other 
bureaus of bis departm ent, argues at some 
length in support of it, and says th at the su­ 
preme court decisions sustain him. 
lite sec­ 
retary then takes up the “re-rating” cases. 
*-hicb, he says, seem to be largely mere in­ 
creases of pension* allowed for long period* 
prior to the date of the examining surgeon’s 
certificate establishing the same under the 
pending claim for increase; in fact, he Kays, 
the commissioner 
hi meed acknowledged 
them to be cases of 
INCREASE or PENSIONS. 
These cases referred to were ten In number. 
In each one of these the claimant was sn em­ 
ploye. clerk or other, in the pension bureau, re­ 
ceiving salary sufficient for ms comfortable sub­ 
sistence, and at his work dally. I Ley were as­ 
sociated togsther: moat of them bad been in 
their places under tbe former administration. 
Isnt they did not prefer their claims; they made 
them soon after the advent of the pre«ent ad­ 
ministration. There was no reason under the 
existing rules that their cases should be mad* 
special or rushed through in sdvanoe of all oth­ 
ers. On th* contrary, there was then and had 
been for some years a printed rule iii full force 
that no cases should be mads special except in 
cases of destitution or when toe applicant was 
st 
the point of death 
The 
cases 
were 
all 
bunded 
through 
by 
your 
order, 
while hundreds of thousands of other pension­ 
ers were awaiting turoughout the laud tbe al­ 
lowance for the first time of the bounty toe 
government has promised them. These otic r 
pension claimants were, many of them, sup­ 
ported by no such salaries as these particular 
men were receiving, and tbe association to­ 
gether of these men. whereby this preference in 
time seemed to have been secured and the sub­ 
sequent allowances obtained, is in itself a fact 
that their purpose was to impose upon the com­ 
missioner. The further fact In each cass U that 
the increase was allowed prior to the surgeon's 
certificate in the pending claim, and that the 
sums allowed aggregate over $16,000. It is in 
regard to such cases as these that you have 
thought tbe commissioner alone can call a halt; 
and in regard to which

and proposes to call a bait long enough at least 
for inspection. I do not repel the expression on 
your part that yon would accept my const fac­ 
tion of the statute quoted bv you as loyally as 
yon would the official opinion of the attorney 
general. Bat neither yon nor I can afford to act 
upon personal considerations in mat ter a oi this 
magnitude. 
We are each bound by law in all 
things, great and small, and it la our duty to 
take the law as we find it; to fully exercise that 
power given to either of us and abstain from 
the abase of It to any degree whatever. Our 
loyalty is do* aion* to the government of the 
United States and the people who support it. 
Lest tbe commissioner may deem the sec­ 
retary is influenced by a desire to magnify 
bis office, Mr. Noble says th at be has brought 
to his assistance the services of others in tbe 
departm ent, and th at the opinion of tbe as­ 
sistant attorney general of the departm ent 
agrees in tbe conclusions reached by tbe sec­ 
retary. The secretary then says that there 
is a board of review in the departm ent 
which assist* him in the decisions of pension 
canes take a up on appeal. These decisions 
are the law of the departm ent until reversed 
or annulled by some authority higher than 
tbe secretary, and no one has ever m ain­ 
tained to tbe contrary. 
ADJUDICATION OF CLAIMS. 
In these decisions it has been announced 
many time* and it is tbe established and well 
known rule that the department will uniformly 
refuse to disturb an adjudication of claims by a 
former administration, except upon the most 
conclusive evidence that an error has been com­ 
mitted. When a question as to the propriety of 
a given rating is one of judgment merely, de­ 
pending upoD tbe weight of evidence, it will not 
allow the opinion of to-day to overthrow th* 
opinion of yesterday. But where the incorrect­ 
ness of the former action is bo manifest upon a 
review of the evidence that is not a matter of 
dispute, the department will not refuse to do 
just ice because the error is of long standing and 
has been sanctioned by subsequent action 
And, furthermore, that old cases will not be re­ 
opened. reconsidered nor 
readjusted except 
upon presentation of new and material evidence 
tending 
to 
show 
the 
existence 
of 
a 
palpable error or a mistake, and w hich therefore 
tends to change the real status of the claimant 
before the department. Such old cases are 
clearly within the rule of res adjudicata It is 
to be distinctly observed that I am now speak­ 
ing of cases only where there have been allow­ 
ances of sums arising from the increase of pen­ 
sion, back for periods urea cr or leas, prior to 
the date of the surgeon’s certificate under the 
pending claim. I do not say a word or enter­ 
tain the least objection to an increase of pen­ 
sion. the increase to commence under the pend­ 
ing claim as the law directs, and upon evidence 
to support it. Nor do I complain of these very 
pensioners whom I have mentioned having aa 
increase of pension, to commence as t he law' di­ 
rects, upon proof, and to be considered in due 
course and with a proper regard to the right to 
be heard belonging to tbe thousands of other 
claimants for ix.nsions, w ho do not lrapi>en to be 
employes in the pension bureau. 
ARBITRARILY INCREASED. 
The secretary cites two of the cases of re­ 
rating, and comes to the conclusion that the 
whole proceeding looks like an arbitrary in­ 
crease of pension, to take effect from a 
long anterior date, and to have been against 
tue repeated testimony of men not only com­ 
petent, but selected to determine the casea 
Tbe secretary’s letter then continues: 
I will not go into the other cases. Tncy are 
before you. I have said enough, I think, to 
show that the secretary may well call a halt un­ 
til these cases can be more carefully examined. 
I notice that you say in your letter to me that. 
you have such regard for yonr own official and 
personal reputation, and the reputation of your 
bureau that you will not permit these casea to 
remaiu as they are at present, but will order 
each one of the claimants for medical examina­ 
tion before men whose word upon medical 
points will be unchallenged when stated, and 
will stop at nothing which shall keep ail taint of 
suspicion from the action of your office. This 
certainly would bs a proper proceeding lf it af­ 
fected the question la hand, and I appreciate 
your desire to maintain the integrity of your 
character and the legality of your proceedings; 
but it is cot the question what may yet and 
hereafter be found out about these men. The 
question is 
WHAT SHOULD HAVE BEEN DONE 
upon th* record as it stood w hen the judgment 
was rendered, and the materiality and Impor­ 
tune* of this question arises, not only from the 
effect it may have upon the particular individuals 
named In these several psi tens, but upon the 
course of procedure that will afreet, lf it goes 
on unchecked sud nnrstnedled, the vast sums of 
money at the command of tbe government, 
which might be distributed, Illegally and sum-, 
manly, to those who mw aet as much entitled to 


it as tens of thousands whose cases have not 
yet been heard. It may be that this government 
is strong and great, and has at its command 
a surplus that no other nation has ever had, 
but if sums cf money to the amounts above 
mentioned may be granted without any further 
conslderatiou of faot or law than seems to have 
been given in these cases, it will depend solely 
on a single officer’s disposition whether the re­ 
sources of the government shall be sufficient for 
its maintenance or not. There ara more than 
enough of these applications already in the field, 
and increasing daily, to exbanst indeed tbe sur­ 
plus, of which so much has been said in connec­ 
tion with this matter, and I am informed that 
the applications for reratlngs are greatly on the 
increase, and now reach the amount of from 
seven to eight thousand a week. I do not ask 
nor dosire, so far as I am concerned, a re-exami- 
natiou of these applicants: bot what I insist 
upon is that there 
8 HA LL BE A RECONSIDERATION 
of these allowance* on the Record, and that any 
further allowances for them that may be made 
shall be made in due course of proceedings upon 
new application, new evidence and without any 
advancement of the casco before those of others 
equally meritorious. * • * * Your statement 
that the pension board of review reported that 
out of twenty-four cases re-rat«d one was 
broadly and two reasonably open to suspicion. 
in connection with what I have already pointed 
out in these other cases, indicates that there is 
need of far greater circumspection and rigid 
enforcement 
of the 
law 
in 
these 
mat­ 
ters 
than 
has 
been 
recently 
prac­ 
ticed for the public safety. 
But when it 
becomes a question of official authority and of­ 
ficial responsibility, and the good of the people, 
tho preservation of the treasury aud tbe meting 
oat of exact justice to ail and gtving the pen­ 
sioner who is abroad aud unprotected the same 
right s and same sums of money as to him who, 
by official influence, attempts to get his claim 
preferred, I shall act, as I am doing in the pres­ 
ent instance, regardless of personal considera­ 
tions, and intent upon the strict and exact en­ 
forcement of the law. 
The secretary further Baya that he intends 
to have all these cases re-examined and has 
ordered an investigation of tbe practices of 
tbe pension office and th at he will defer any 
further orders until the investigating board 
report*. 
The letter closes as follows: “I 
write this th at you may be fully advised of 
toy views and purpose and my belief in my 
authority to control all abuses in this de­ 
partm ent by whatever m eans I deem legal 
and efficient” 
THE FIRST INSTALMENT. 
Secretary Noble intends in a few days to 
give to the press the entire reports subm it­ 
ted by the board appointed to investigate 
Commissioner Tanner’s adm inistration of 
the pension office. 
The letter given to-night 
is but the first instalm ent of w hat is to be a 
vigorous defense of the position of tbe ad­ 
m inistration taken in relation to the man- 
ugement of the pension office under Tanner. 
It bas been decided that the adm inistration's 
side of the case shall be given to tbe public 
in a few days 
The annual report of tbe 
fiscal year 1888-89 of the commissioner of 
pennons bas been subm itted to the secretary 
of the Interior. 
There were a t the close of 
the year 489,725 pensioners. 
There were 
added to the roll* during the year the names 
of 51,921 new pensioners, and the names of 
1.754 whose pensions had been previously

The am ount paid for pensions 
during the year wa* $88,275,113.28. The 
total am ount disbursed by the agent* for ail 
purposes was $89,131,968.44. Amount paid 
as fees to attorneys, $1,365,583.47. 
There 
was a disbursem ent of $14,515.72 for tbe 
the paym ent of arrears of pensions in oases 
where the original pension was granted prior 
to Jan. 25,1879, and the date of commence­ 
m ent of pension was subsequent to discharge 
or death 
In the aggregate 1,248,146 pen­ 
sion claims have been filed since 1861, and 
in tbe same period 789,121 have been al­ 
lowed. The am ount disbursed on account of 
pensions since 1861 has been $1,052.218,-

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Commissioner Tanner recom mends the es­ 
tablishm ent of two additional pension agen­ 
cies to relieve tbe overworked offices at 
Columbus, Ohio; Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Topeka, Kan. 
He recommends that con 
grees be asked to amend the act of June 6, 
1874, so as to extend the benefit of ail pen­ 
sion laws as to rats* to all pensioners whose 
pensions have been granted 
by special 
acts 
passed subsequent 
to 
said 
date, 
and 
th at the Lenefit 
of 
pension 
be 
granted 
to 
the 
widows 
of 
soldiers 
who died from causes originating in the aer. 
vice prior to March 4, 1801, during tbe time 
of peace. 
He further recommends, as did 
his predecessor, th at the act of March 3, 
1877, be amended so as to grant pensions to 
those who, having participated in the rebel­ 
lion against the United States, subsequently 
enlisted in the navy and were disabled 
th* rein. 
The act referred to confines its op­ 
erations to those only who, under the same 
conditions, enlisted in tbe arm y of the United 
States 
Tbe commissioner calls attention to 
many irregularities in the rates of pen­ 
sions 
Eighteen dollars per mouth, it ap­ 
pears, is tbe highest rate of pension which 
may be proportionately divided for different 
degrees of disability lf such disability or dis­ 
abilities are not equivalent to the loss of a 
hand or a foot If, however, a pensioner has 
lost a hand, for which existing law now pro­ 
vides the rate of $30 per month, and has 
also received in the service and line of duty 
an injury of the back, tor example, which 
would alone entitle him to a pension of $24 
per month, he can receive nothing In excess 
of $30 a month for 


THE COMBINED DISABILITIES 
resulting from the loss of his hand, and bls 
said injury, unlaw*, by reason of them, be'is 
totally helpless or nearly so, as to require 
tbe constant aid and attendance of another 
person, for which degree of disability the 
rate of $50 a month oan now be granted. It 
will be seen, be says, that tbe pensioner in 
such a case actually receives nothing for 
his said injury, os the loss of bis hand alone 
entitled him to the rate ($30), which is 
the 
highest 
allowable 
rate 
under the 
law for both disabilities Numerous other 
instances, be says, could be elt**d to show' 
the unfairness in rules now provided by law, 
and be thinks this statute should be amended 
so as to perm it the rate of $72 per month to 
be proportionately divided for all disabili­ 
ties which are shown to have been incident 
to the service and like of duty. 
The injus­ 
tice and unfairness caused by tbe act of 
congress approved June 16, 1880, the re­ 
port says, should be corrected. This act 
limit* tbe right of pensioners to receive $72 
per m onth to those who were receiving 
$50 per month at the date of said act. No 
provision is made therein for granting said 
rate to those who were totally helpless on 
said date, but were not receiving $50 at said 
time, and none for those who have become 
totally helpless since th at date. 
The anom­ 
aly is presented of two men equally dis­ 
abled. poesibly living side by side, tbe one 
receiving $72 per month and the other $50 
per month. 
To state this case is to make all 
the argum ent necessary to show the abso­ 
lute necessity for 


CONFESSED TO MURDER, 


A n d rew O lson A k n ow led tres H a v in g 
M ade A w ay W ith Hana H a g a n . 
with the sheriff of Wilkin county, on his way 
to Breckinridge. Olson’s arrest was brought 
about through the effort* of Chief of Police 
Deroche of this city, assisted by the wife of 
the murdered man. 
She had a letter from 
Olson, and in it he gave the num ber of his 
residence at Rice’s point, Dnluth, and urged 
her to come to him there. 
This letter she 
turned over to the chief, and also photo­ 
graphs of the two men. 
He was placed un­ 
der arrest there on advice from Brainerd, 
and when the sheriff of Wilkin county ar­ 
rived 
and 
took 
him 
in 
custody 
he 
broke 
down 
and 
confessed 
to 
hav­ 
ing 
perpetrated 
the murder. 
He stated 
that he did not kill Hagan for his money,but 
to get him o at of the way, in order th at he 
m ight win the affections of Mix Hagan and 
make ber his wife. He also said th at she was 
cognizant of the m atter, but such is not the 
case apparently, as she aided in his capture 
and did everything she could to assist in 
bringing him to jastlce. Olson was at one 
time a bartender in Wilson’s saloon in this 
city and boarded a t Hagan’s, and daring 
that time Hagan’s wife implored ber husband 
to have him leave, and even w ent so far as 
to sut his trunk out of doors,but her husband 
imagined th at Olson was his best friend, and 
ordered his wife to allow him to stay. 
Hagan’s friends also advised him to shun the 
man, but he seemed to be bound up in the 
fellow', who sought to alienate the affections 
of bis wife and afterw ard killed him to ac­ 
complish his designs 
Mm Hagan w ith her 
five children resides in Southeast Brainerd, 
and is in abject poverty, the husband having 
failed to provide tow ard the family’e support 
for over a year. 
She is completely broken 
down over the sad event; 
OLSON’S STATEMENT. 
B reckinridge, Special Telegram, O ct 18. 
—Andrew Olson was brougt before Justice 
Jam es to-day on the charge of murdering 
Hans Hagan and made the following state­ 
m ent in substance: 
We left the place where we had been threshing 
and walked down the railroad track toward 
Breckinridge to take the train for Brainerd. 
When we came to Whisky Creek we took a door 
from a shanty and fixed a place In a hay stack to 
sleep. Then we sat down to have a talk oa th* 
book *f the creek I told him to send the money , 
he had to his wife, as he had been working au 


summer aud hadn’t sent her a nickle. He said 
he would do nothing of the kind, as h* had use 
for that money himself. Then I said if he didn’t 
send It I would take it away and send It 
myself. 
Hagan then accused me of being 
criminally intimate with his wife. I admitted 
this. Hagan then tried to hit me with bis fist, 
and I snatched nu a piece of scantling and struck 
him over t he head. I struck him several times; 
don’t know how many, as I was excited. He 
rolled down the bank. Then when I saw what I 
had done, I thought I might aa well make sure of 
the job and struck him over the head several 
times I did not use a knife. The wounds mast 
have been made bv a nail in tbe scantling. Then 
I went through his pockets and took his watch, 
his purse, containing about si20, and his satchel. 
The next day I went to Wahpeton and took the 
train for Bismarck. I killed him on Mrs. Ha­ 
gan’s account, and not for robbery. We had 
formed no plan to kill Hagan, bat Mrs. Hagan 
had often told me she would be glad to hear of 
his death. My name is not Andrew Olson, but 
Andrew Wold.

ore decision, in which he sustains the present 
classification, that admits argentiferous lead 
ores im ported from Mexico free of duty. 
The secretary in his letter prom ulgating his 
decision, which was sent to customs officers 
to-day, after reciting the uniform decisions 
and practice of the departm ent with respect 
to the classification of these ore*, since 1 8 8 0 , 
says: 
The dutiable or non-dutiable character of 
theae ores was the subject of an investigation 
by the judiciary committee of the senate, who 
reported on the 5th of July, 1888, in effect that 
ores cif the character mentioned, namely, ores 
containiug more lead in weight than either gold 
or silver, but more gold or silver than lead in 
value, are not. in the opinion of tho committee, 
subject to duty under existing law. lf the ques­ 
tion presented were a new one. and had not been 
the subject of adm inistrative construction for­ 
tified by tbe opinion of the judiciary committee 
of the senate, I would feel at liberty to give 
greater consideration to the weighty arguments 
which have been adduced tending to establish 
the dutiable character of all ores of this descrip­ 
tion containing lead in appreciate or considera­ 
ble quantity, the more so if it had bosn Satisfac­ 
torily demonstrated that these ores are not 
known nor entitled to be known commercially 
as ore» of sliver. It not having been so demon­ 
strated, and tt being the fact that dace tbe orig­ 
inal decision of I bHO on this subject congress 
has ro-enacted the pre-existing provisions of the 
tariff with regard to the lead ores and silver ores 
respectively, I do not feel at liberty to set aside 
tho existing classification. It m ust lye assumed 
that the rulings and practice of the department 
WERE KNOWN to CONO I! EW* 
when it passed tbe tariff act of 1883. It must 
be beld that the designation of lead ore aud sil­ 
ver ore in the tariff, rn the absent* of legislative 
definition, was that of existing decisions that 
congree* intended the classification should turn 
on tho question ol value and not of quantity. It 
is, therefore, considered m at iii!* department is 
w ithout authority to change the departmental 
and congressional definition of these ores, and in 
faith of which large business Interests bar*? 
been established. That congress did not Intend 
to impose a dutv upon the lead which might be 
found in the different ores, bot only upon each 
urea as were then recognized under the decis­ 
ions of the depart meat as lead or- % is gather d 
from parts of the tariff act, for in paragraph 
I bd "copper" is made dutiable w henever found 
In ore, and in paragraph 191 "nickel' is also 
made dutiable 
whenever

I consider, therefore, that the present 
claes: Heat ion has attained tbe fetes of the con­ 
gressional enactment, and that a change, if de­ 
sired, m ust be sought In congressional interTen- j 
lion. If, however, ores of this description are 
imported which are distinctively known aa lead 
ores rn the legal sc i commercial sense, they | 
would sa Urich be dutiable. It is deemed advis­ 
able In this connection to enjoin noon customs 
officers a strict enforcement of tbe regulations 
of this departm ent intended to correct abuse# 
which formerly existed in tbe methods of entry, 
samp ing and classifies.ion .of the character 
mentioned.

W a sh in g t o n, O ct 2 0 .—Ex-Commissioner 
Tanner is out to-nigbt in a long statem ent 
in reply to Secretary Noble’s letter of July 
2 4 on the subject of re n tin g pensions of 
pension office employes. 
Mr. Tanner denies 
at the outset th at he defied Secretary Noble 
on the subject of rerating or on the question 
of denom inate authority in tbe adm inistra­ 
tion of tbe pension bureau. 
“I did subm it,” 
Mr. Tanner says, “to him in an unofficial let­ 
ter a question which arose in my mind as to 
whether the power to pu t to tbe test a pen­ 
sion which m ight be under suspicion of hav­ 
ing been granted in excess rests in the hands 
of the secretary or of the commissioner, 
and I quoted to him the section of the Re­ 
vised Mtatufces which had raised that question 
in my mind; oat in subm itting that question 
to the secretary for his decision, I did it in 
the most courteous and respectful m anner 
of which I was capable.” In this unofficial 
letter, which is given out for publication, 
and which refers to a number of rerated pen­ 
sion cases of clerks in the pension office, the 
ex-commissioner says: 
"I do not propose, in any event, to have an 
honorable lifetime smirched in the slightest de­ 
gree at this period of my existence, and wher: ( 
may find well founded reasons for believing 
that I have been Imposed upon and misled I 
shall be quirk to recommend tho condemnation 
merited by the parties concerned. I simply de­ 
sire to add, furthermore, that since our inter­ 
view night before last I have made a comparison 
of act ion in these cases with that taken by my 
nredecessor, and I find that the comparison is 
entirely favorable to the present administration. 
I shall be happy to lav these canes before you at 
any time when it may suit roar convenience." 
AS TO BERATING. 
Mr. Tanner then, in commenting on the 
great stress laid by Secretary Noble upon 
section 4,698% of tbe law relating to rerat­ 
ing, says: 
“It is proper that I should state 
fhat when I took office na commissioner I 
found that ou the question of rerating the 
office was, and bad been since March 23, 
1880, operating in accordance with a de­ 
cision rendered on th at date by Hon. George 
A Jenks, then assistant secretary of tbe In­ 
terior, who in the case of Charles A Wateou 
in broad terms declared: 
"If. in Guy case adjudicated under tbe act of 
March 3. 1879, the arrears of p»nsion were not 
graded according to the pensioner’s disability, 
neither section 4,(8 6 8 nor any other provision 
of the law prohibits a read judication of the esse. 
“The claim ant’s contention was iu part for 
l*ens:on on account of sunstroke, but he 
made no claim for th at disability until fif­ 
teen years after bis discharge. 
Mr. Jenks 
states that, while tbe presumption from the 
fact that he made no claim for pension on 
I account of disability from sunstroke until 
, fifteen y**ars after bis discharge is not in 
j favor of the view th at the disability wsb 
■ great, still bo holds that he should have op- 
opportunity to show the extent of his dio- 
I ability daring that period since his discharge; 
and be add* if the evidence should show th at 
for any portion of tbe time since his dis­ 
charge he has been disabled in a degree 
greater than for which he was pensioned, 
j the pension for that period should be in­ 
creased so as to correspond with tbe degree 
| of disability. 
The I* gal contention I leave 
to 
those 
eminent gentlemen, Secretary 
Noble and the late Assistant 
Secretary 
I Jenks 
Mr. Jenks’ ruling w as la ir through 
the departm ent until it was revoked, and I 
m ust say that in so far as it permits a man 
who bas been disabled in the service of the 
country to prove that ability and receive the 
compensation which the law provides I nm 
in hearty accord with it. 
If Secretary Noble 
sees fit to construe statutes so as to make 
them less liberal to th* soldier than did cis 
em inent Democratic predecessor the re- 
I spoDfcibditj must rest with tim ; and I am 
i not wining that while so doing he shall, un­ 
challenged, arraign me as operating without 
reason and beyond the pale of the law .” 
AS TO TUE INVEtTIGATION. 
Mr. Tanner then rerates the circumstances

TREATY WITH HAWAII. 


P ro p o s itio n on th e P a r t o f K a ia k a u ’e 
C abinet* 


S an F r a n c isc o , Special.—Tbe steam er City 
of Peking brings Honolulu advices that tbe 
Hawaiian cabinet, ic answer to a committee 
representing a public meeting of Hawaiian 
citizens 
who 
made 
inquiry concerning 
the 
relations 
between 
the 
king­ 
dom 
and 
the 
United 
States 
on 
O ct 
4 issued a 
statem ent 
in 
which 
its position relative to tbe proposed treaty is 
explained. 
It states that tbe cabinet bas for 
a long time had under consideration tbe 
practicability of extending the treaty rela­ 
tions so as to enhance and increase both the 
commercial and political benefits which the 
two countries now enjoy by reason of the 
existing treaties 
As a result of nearly 
tw'o years’ consideration 
of 
this 
sub­ 
ject by the cabinet, the minister resident at 
Washington bas been instructed to ascertain 
whether the governm ent of the United 
States is w illirg to entertain a proposition 
looking to tbe end above indicated. 
And 
should be find snch willingness, he was in­ 
structed to open negotiations w ith that gov­ 
ernm ent for the conclusion of a treaty by 
which the following objects may be secured: 
First, to continue in force all the treaties and 
conventions now existing between the two na­ 
tions nntil they shall find it mutually advan­ 
tageous to abrogate or modi!y such treaties or 
conventions or any of them. 
Second, that all the products of either coun­ 
try which are by virtue of a reciprocity treaty 
admitted free of duty into the country, shall be 
treaty in respect of bounties paid, exemptions 
and all other respects, as if such articles were 
of the growth, product or manufact ure of the 
country into which they were admitted. 
Third—To provide for the entry into either of 
the two countries, without the payment of du­ 
ties, of all products of the other: excepting, 
however, opium, spirituous liquors of more than 
18 per cent alcoholic strength, and all articles 
prohibited by law in either country. 
Fourth—Positive and efficacious guarantee by 
tbe United 8 ates government of perfect inde­ 
pendence and autonomy of the Hawaiian gov­ 
ernment in all Its dominion and its right of sov­ 
ereignty over such dominion. 
To enable tbe United States government to do 
this without danger of complication with other 
powers, we do agree not to negotiate treaties 
with other nations without the knowledge of the 
Unitod States government. 


A VILLAGE BURNED. 


M e n o k e n , N. D ., E n tire ly D e stro y e d 
by P r a ir ie F ire s. 


B is m a r c k , N. 
D ., Special— An immense 
prairie fire many utiles in extent bas been 
raging all day within a few miles of Bis­ 
marck. 
Efforts of farmers to check the 
huge conflagration have been unavailing 
and a large number of farms have already 
been destroyed. 
A strong wind has been 
helping the fire along and tbe flames make 
leaps of over tw enty feet 
Tbe village of 
Menoken, fourteen miles below Bismarck, 
consisting of sixteen blocks, is entirely swept 
away and the inhabitants are reported desti­ 
tute. The wind is rapidly carrying the fire 
to Bismarck, and to-night the city is envel­ 
oped in smoke and flying cinders. Prepara­ 
tions are made for a night watch around the 
outskirt* of the town. 
The residents appre­ 
hend great danger. The people of Menoken 
have telegraphed for aid, which will be sent 
immediately. 


bad expressed in the press and on the stump 
in the late campaign as to the restrictive

Tanner says he at once 
ordered tbe rerated cases of the employes 
reviewed in the pension office by office ex­ 
pert-". 
Of the thirty-three cases, they re­ 
ported that 
three were simply increase 
cases and not rerated cases; that tbe action 
taken in two of the others was right in part, 
aud that in one case injustice had been done 
tbe pensioner, and that he bad not been 
granted enough. Six cases were reported as 
having been wrongly favored. 
AU tbe rest 
were certified to tbe commissioner as abso 
lutely correct. 
“I mentioned these things,” Mr. Tanner 
says, “to ihe secretary, and made a detailed 
report to him of the action taken in con­ 
nection with the twenty-four cases, stating 
that I proposed to take tbe step the law' pre­ 
scribed to put the impeached cases to the 
test, and cause the refundm ent to the treas­ 
ury of the money paid out if the oases did 
not stand the test prescribed by law, suppos­ 
ing thereby, in the freshness of heart, that I 
w'as commending myself to my superior bv 
the spirit I was acting in, and by the zeal I 
was exhibiting. 
GREAT SURPRISE FOB TANNER. 
“To my surprise I received a reply from 
him under date of Aug. I, in which he 
suited: 
“You have endeavored to hasten, for your own 
means, to cot a board to arrive at conclusions in 
anticipation of anything I mieht do. I consider 
this not only as disrespectful but insubordinate 
to the last degree, and I hereby direct you to 
withdraw any casea I have under consideration, 
and in regard to which I have heretofore told 
you that I Intended to act, from the considera­ 
tion of any persons whom you have selected to 
antedate my action; and yon will report your 
Immediate obedience of this order to me.

Of the work and 
report of tho comm ittee which Mr. Tanner 
makes public to-night Mr. Tanner says: “On 
the 20th of July came notice to me of the 
fact th at the comm ittee of investigation had 
been constituted. When they appeared a day 
or two afterw ard, I instructed the chief 
clerk to place the office and all it contained 
at their disposal if they desired it.

minated my association with the committee 
of investigation right at the commencement 
of its existence.

183—“a substantial increase," the report savs, 
"from month to month, indicative of what is ai - 
parently an established policy of the bureau, 
the result of which if continued,will be to read- 
judicate and rerate a large per cent of the cas-es 
la the admitted files." 
After explaining the mode of procedure 
generally in rerated cases during this period 
the board la their report say: 
It becomes apparent that, so far ae any rule of 
action prevailed, there was not. generally speak­ 
ing, a wide difference between the principles 
.which governed rerating In December, 1888, and 
those which governed in May. 1889. 
I he cases which are analyzed and cited in 
the report are in ail im portant particulars 
substantially of the same general character 
as those cited in Secretary Noble’s letter to 
Commissioner Tanner, da ed July 24 lac­ 
una published yesterday morning.

by their thumbs in the guard house was dis­ 
proved, although 
it had a sigh t basis. 
Drunken and refractory prisoners, for their 
own safety and that of other soldiers, and of 
the government property, were placed in a 
large cage and their wrists handcuffed on the 
outside of the bars, but this was neither 
harsh nor cruel treatment, and was gener­ 
ally necessary. The statements of Mr. Wood­ 
ward, the reporter who enlisted and wrote up 
the story of the treatment of the men, were 
found to be reliable so far as they concerned 
matters within his knowledge, but the stories 
told him by other enlisted men could not be 
substantiated. 
Many of these stories were 
exaggerated, and were traditions which had 
been handed down for years from one re­ 
cruit to another. 
The worst of them de­ 
tailed the case of a man who had been struck 
down in the guard house by a sergeant and 
left to die there without medicinal attend­ 
ance. 
No foundation whatever could be dis­ 
covered for this story. 
That a feeling pre­ 
vailed among the men that any of them who 
complained to their commissioned officers 
would rn some way suffer for it, was found 
to be undeniable, but could be traced to no 
definite course and appeared to be simply an 
indefinable fear having little or no basta 
The desertions from the post averaged about 
250 a year for the past three yeara This is 
rn excess of desertions at other posts, but 
Capt. Ebstein says he thinks it traceable to 
the tact that it is in the West, near a large 
city, and the toroe composed of cavalry re­ 
cruits. 
It w’as not due, he is sure there, to 
food or treatment 
Many men, he says, en­ 
list in the East for no other purpose than to 
get West, while many others enter the army 
from a sort of restlessness or 
BECAUSE OF FAMILY TROUBLES. 
These men become weary of the discipline 
absolutely necessary in the army, and it is 
tben found some morning that tfiey have 
deserted, and the number increases with the 
proximity of the post to a large city where 
they can hide 
Jefferson Barracks, Capt 
Ebstein says, is particularly unfortunate in 
the matter of desertions, owiog to the fact 
that tnanv of the recruits are “repeaters,” or 
chronic deserters. 
It is a cavalry post, and 
these rebaters, he s a v s, having already 
served in me artillery or the infantry, enlist 
in 
tile 
cavalry, knowing that cavalry 
recruits are sent to Jefferson Barracks and 
that the probabilities are strongly against 
their seeing any officers there with w hom 
they previously served. 
The result of the 
investigation, Capt Ebstein thinks, will be 
decidedly beneficial as it will result in right­ 
ing many grievances which have gradually 
crept into the service

The merchants who carry on the traffic are 
all Arabs, but it appears to be well under- j 
stood in Zanzibar that a rich finn of traders, j 
every member of which hails from England, I 
furcish all the capital to conduct the busi­ 
ness, aud that by fax the largest share 
of their immense yearly profits is derived 
from this traffic. 
AU the local officials in 
Zanzibar are said to be in the pay of this 
firm, who purchase immunity by bribing tbe 
authorities from the highest to the lowest, 
and so complete is their influence that no 
complaint receives the slightest attention. '

To her loving 
attentions is attributable, in all 
probability, the physical vigor in her 
husband necessary to the production 
of the great measures, thought out 
and carried out into practical legis­ 
lation, by the sturdy brain and un­ 
der the leadership of Mr. Gladstone. 
His noble wife must not be over­ 
looked in ascribing honor to whom 
honor is due for the most of what is 
progressive and liberal in British 
statesmanship since December, 1808, 
when Gladstone became Prime Min­ 
ister the first time.
